Sitting To Teach 

As I walk through the galleries during tours I notice many 
UMFA Docents using an effective technique in their tours 
- they ask their groups to sit in front of the piece of art 
they are looking at. When I was at the Minneapolis 
Institute of Art in May I noticed the same technique being 
used for both large and small groups. 

Having your group sit while looking can be a wonderful 
way of accomplishing many goals. Sitting helps children 
focus and it quiets their bodies. Sitting creates a safer 
environment as there is less likelihood of children straying 
or getting too close to a piece of art. Some docents sit 
with their groups either on the floor or on a bench or 
stool, others find it more comfortable to stand. While 
there are a few objects and situations where sitting can 
limit how a piece of art is experienced, think about adding 
this technique to your tours if you do not already do so. 
Please do not move benches in the galleries.

Gretchen Dietrich, an innovative museum professional and a skilled adminis¬ 
trator, has been selected as the Executive Director of the Utah Museum of Fine 
Arts (UMFA), effective August I, 2010, pending notification of the Academic 
Senate and approval of the Board of Trustees. 

Following an extensive national search conducted by Management Consultants 
for the Arts in Stamford, Connecticut, the search committee, comprised of 
both University of Utah and Salt Lake community members, unanimously rec¬ 
ommended Ms. Dietrich for the appointment based on her articulate and 
ardent vision for the UMFA in its unique dual role as both a University and 
State art museum. Mrs. Marcia Price, member of the search committee and 
benefactor of the UMFA said of the decision “ John and I are elated with the 
choice of Gretchen as the Executive Director of the Museum. She has the 
intelligence, the expertise and the ability to take the Museum to the next level.” 

Ms. Dietrich joined the UMFA staff in 2008 as Director of Public Programs and 
Curatorial Affairs and has served as the Interim Director of the Museum since 
April 2009. 

Raymond Tymas-Jones, Associate Vice President for the Arts and Dean of the 
College of Fine Arts at the University of Utah, says of Ms. Dietrich, “She is a 
proven administrator with an appetite for improving practices and she has a 
track record for making museums accessible to a diverse public She is knowl¬ 
edgeable and has successfully demonstrated her potential as an astute museum 
executive.” 


Dietrich, 42, holds a BA. in art history from Chestnut Hill College, Philadelphia 
and an MA in art history from Temple University, Philadelphia. She has twenty 
years experience in the museum field and has held positions of increasing 
responsibility at some of America’s finest art museums. After beginning her 
career in the Special Exhibitions Department at the Philadelphia Museum of 
Art, Dietrich worked as a museum teacher in the Education Department at the 
same institution, shifting the focus of her early career to the field of museum 
education and public programming. She subsequently worked as Assistant 
Curator of Education at the Isabella Stewart Gardner Museum, where she ran 
an innovative community connections program for neighborhood schools 
funded by the Pew Charitable Trusts. 

In 1999, Dietrich was named Director of Education at the Wadsworth 
Atheneum Museum of Art in Hartford, Connecticut, where she was responsi¬ 
ble for an ambitious museum education program. In addition, as a member of 
the senior management team, she was active in all areas of museum planning, 
including successful fund-raising and working with donors and the museum’s 
Board of Trustees. In 2004, Dietrich became the Executive Director of the 
Utah Museums Association, a nonprofit umbrella organization that advocates 
for the State’s museums. 

Dietrich maintains a professional standing in the museum and nonprofit fields 
speaking frequently at national and regional professional conferences subjects 
including strategic planning, succession planning, and museum education and 
interpretation. She sits on the Board of Trustees of the Utah Nonprofits 
Association, an organization with a mission to serve as a resource for Utah’s 
diverse nonprofit institutions.

In February 2005, the Utah State Legislature declared 
die UMFA as an official State institution, confirming the impor¬ 
tance of the Museum’s role as a center for art, culture, and edu¬ 
cation in the State of Utah. 


“I am profoundly optimistic about our future and the vital role 
the Museum can play in the cultural life of the University and 
our region,” Dietrich said. The University and community echo 
those sentiments.

Brueghel Unbound 

One of the big changes in the European galleries is 
something you won't see - any longer. The Plexiglas case 
enclosing the painting Dance around the Maypole by 
Peiter Brueghel the Younger has been eliminated and the 
painting is now on unobstructed display. The case, origi¬ 
nally constructed as a precautionary measure when the 
high-profile painting was acquired, is no longer consid¬ 
ered necessary due to the proven climate control and 
continually updated security systems of the Marcia and 
John Price Museum Building. Now visitors can view the 
fine brush strokes and detail of the painting without the 
reflected glare and shadow lines the case imposed, and 
more clearly in the context of other period works in 
the gallery. While enjoying the "new" Breughel please 
remember not to get too close.

A touching funerary scene decorates the front side of this vase. A deceased 
man sits inside the nctiskos {funerary shrine), where he receives an younger 
man dad in armor. The scene may represent a son coming to pay his respects 
to his father Outside the shrine, four youths bear gifts for the deceased man. 
On the reverse side, four additional figures bearing offerings approach a grave 
stele with a black ribbon tied around it. 



When this amphora from the Italian region of Apulia entered the Museum’s 
permanent collection, it was in rather poor condition.The top half of the 
vase, including the handles, had been broken into several dozen pieces.The 
amphora's lower half posed equally challenging problems, revealing traces 
of a past restoration that involved subpar adhesives and techniques. 

In 2006, the Utah Museum of Fine Arts, with generous funding from the 
Ann K. Stewart Docent and Volunteer Conservation Fund, contracted 
the Art Conservation Department at Buffalo State College to restore the 
vase.The work was complicated and time consuming — not only did the 
conservators have to rebuild this large object, they also had to reverse, 
clean, and correct the previous reconstruction. 

Where pieces were missing, the conservators created modern fills and 
joined them to the original sections. Final touches included in-painting 
to mask those areas, enhancing the overall presentation of the amphora. 

In keeping with current conservation theory, which aims to protect the 
authenticity of objects, the restoration and all the materials used in the 
conservation process are reversible

DOCENT MEETINGS: 


Steering Committee : Beginning in August, the Steering Committee met monthly to plan 
upcoming activities and to receive information regarding the museum and docent opportunities. 

ER Meetings : Three times during the year members of the Steering Committee met without 
the staff the share concerns and ideas.
